Defiance, O., Aug. 23—Fred Lowe, 


who absconded a year ago after forg- 
ing a. draft on the Produce Exchange 


Russellville Ky., Aug. 20—The pos- 


ses that have been on the trail of the 
murderer of pretty Zoda Tick, the 1C 
year old daughter of a well to do farm- 
er of this vicinity, have been spared 
the trouble of burning 
him at the 


stake, as they threatened to do. The 
body of the fiend was found hanging 
by a halter to one of the rafters fn the 
barn of John McCarty. Conscious oi 
the enormity of his 
crime, for 
he 


criminally assaulted the child before 
he murdered her with a rock, and sur- 
mising his fate, he committed suicide 
to escape the torture that awaited him 
had he been captured. The posses had 
prosecuted the search for 48 hours. 
The brute's name was Hugh Marshall 
who has been under suspicion since 
Thursday, when the 
blood stained 


clothing was found. The following Is 
the verdict of the Coroner's jury: 


"We, the jury, find hat the body be- 


fore us is that of Hugh Marshall, and 
that he came to his death by his own 
hands, by hanging." 


The barn in which Marshall commit- 


ted suicide is about four miles from 
the scene of the murder, and only two 
miles from his own home. 
He spent 


part of the night at his home, and af- 
ter eating supper went straight to the 
barn to die by ms own hands. 
It is 


really remarkable how he eluded the 
posses, as at all times they were al- 
most upon him, and more than ones 
were within a stone's throw of him. 
The citizens who had so diligently and 
earnestly prosecuted the pursuit, are 
sorely disappointed at the outcome, as 
they had prepared vengeance of an- 
other sort for him. 


The suicide was quite a surprise to 


the people in general, as every effort 
was bent on his capture, and at the 
very time that the posses thought thej 
had him \\ithin their grasp, and were 
assured that just punishment would bc- 
meted out to him, he took the onlj 
chance to escape a more terrible death 
by hanging himself. The pursuers haci 
scoured the country for miles around 
the barn and were puzzled to know 
how he escaped.

There was u wait to find the 
right sort of craft and another for the 
bad weather season to pass, and when 
the search was finally entered upon 
Henderson bad been playing Robinson 
Crusoe for over two jears. As I was 
mate of the craft I am speaking by the 
card in giving you all these particulars. 


You will figure that it was a very 


oasy thing to steer for the Coral sea 
and have Burch point out the island 
on which Henderson had taken up his 
abode, but we found difficulties from 
the very outset. ' Henderson bad a 
chart of the Coral sea, but he had not 
Allowed Burch to inspect it. The latter 
therefore could not say what islands 
bad first been sighted. He could not 
be certain of the course steered after- 
ward. Our only way was to visit and 
search every one unless we happened 
to fall in with natives or a trader who 
could give us definite information. 


"When we had finished with the Lou- 


isiade archipelago, we steered to the 
.lortbeast and picked up island after 
island without scoring a point. At the 
\Voodlark group, however, we came 
across a trading schooner which gave 
us si bit of information. Her captain 
i eported that he had attempted to land 
on a small island about sixty miles to 
the east to replenish his water casks, 
but had been fired upon by some one 
concealed in the bushes and driven off. 
That was eighteen months previously. 
His description of the island tallied 
pretty well with Burch's, and we at 
once set out to search. 
One day in 


searching an island which Burch was 
almost sure was the one Henderson 
had been left on I ran across an old 
camp which bad previously been occu- 
pied by several men for some days or 
weeks. They bad built rude shelters, 
cut down many small trees for fire- 
-.vood, and there were many relics of 
their stay. I found,some things which 
:it once added a very serious face to 
our further search. I picked up three 
books which bad doubtless been of the 
number carried out by Henderson and 
also found some seeds, three or four 
pieces of crockery and a hand mirror.

It was almost without hope that we 
continued the search. 


On the fourth day after we struck 


the right island at last. The schooner 
was obliged to cast anchor about half a 
mile off the beach, and I then went 
ashore with the men. A heavy growth 
of trees and bushes came right down to 
high water mark. We set out to cross 
to the south side, and we had made our 
way for about half a mile when we 
caught sight of a goat and also heard a 
rooster crow. A few minutes later a 
dog barked, and then we knew for cer- 
tain the biding place of the missing 
heir. The dog presently appeared to 
view, but he looked wild and half 
starved, and with all our coaxing we 
could not bring him nearer. 


We first moved down to the house. It 


contained only one room, and the floor 
was littered with books, bottles, seeds 
and various other things. Boxes bad 
been broken open and their contents 
emptied, but amid all the confusion it 
could be seen that nothing of real val- 
ue was left. In and about the door was 
a score of bullet holes. 


"We shall find it down here," said

A new method of measuring for 


tailors has been patented in Pans, ac-

J. W. Burton of Chicago, legal ad- 


viser for the proposed farmers' trust, 
has outlined the chief features of the 
organization, which was incorporated 
the other day at Pierre -with a capital 
of $50,000,000, says the New York 
World. 


Under the plan no one but farmers 


will be allowed to own a share of the 
stock. Branch offices are to be estab- 
lished all over the United States, the 
chief branch establishment to be in 
Chicago. All kinds of farm products 
are to be dealt in and handled on a 
commission basis or for cash ss cir- 
cumstances may direct Deals on the 
board of trade in cash grain are also 
contemplated with the object of giving 
the farmer a chance of getting a better 
price for his product and at the same 
time shut out the middleman., 


It is believed by eliminating the mid- 


dleman and having the farmers of the 
country behind it the organization can 
maintain a uniform price to the bene- 
fit of the farmer without injury to the 
consumer, both parties benefiting by 
the elimination of the middleman. 
Manipulation by speculators and cor- 
ners in grain and other articles, it is 
said, will be impossible, while at the 
same time prices will inevitably benefit 
the farmer. 
. All commissions, save a small part 
which is to be given agents in lieu of 
salary, will be used as dividends and 
to be paid back to the farmers. 


In order to dispose of stock agencies 


will be established in banks through- 
out the country, one institution in each 
county to be selected! One-half of the 
money thus received for stock is to be 
retained.by the banks in each county 
to be loaned back at a low rate of in- 
terest to the farmers themselves to en- 
able them if necessary to hold their 
produce in case current prices are too 
low. 


By this means it is expected to pre- 


vent a glut in the market and do away 
with the temptation to unload and force 
prices downward to the benefit of ele- 
vator men and others who have the 
necessary capital to enable them to 
hold for a rise." The interest on the 
money lent is to be paid back in divi- 
dends, so in reality the farmer gets 
money coming and going. The promot- 
ers of the enterprise are sanguine re- 
garding its success. 


Hamilton White of Chicago is the 


moving spirit in the concern. Up to two 
years ago he was a resident of Red 
Oak, la., and a practical farmer. Co- 
operation of farmers has long been a 
pet idea with him, and for the last fif- 
teen years he has been devoting his 
time to this subject, traveling exten- 
sively through all farming districts, en- 
listing representative men in tbe enter- 
prise, and asserts that success is as- 
sured. 


According to accounts, ample capital, 


hr.s been promised by leading Chicago 
bankers wllo have been enlisted in sup- 
port of the enterprise, and if it fail it 
will not be due to lack of the necessary 
financial support.

Colleges of Commerce nml Jonrnnl- 


ism Are to Be Established to Cre- 
ate Captains of Iitdustry aiid Good 
Kewsuni»er Men—Scheme ol Pro- 
fessor Ashley. 


John Bull has at length decided to 


the London correspondent of the Phil- 
adelphia Public Ledger. This is to be 
done by establish!!!:; faculties of com- 
merce and journalism at the principal 
universities and producing homemade 
captains of industry and editors of 
newspapers. 
Then, it is expected, 


Britain will once more take her stand 
in the van of progress. 


The invasion of British newspapers 


by American editors began even be- 
fore the commercial invasion of Ycrkes 
and the Morgans. But the Englishmen 
did not know it for some time. They 
saw that they were getting better 
newspapers to read, but as that was 
satisfactory they were not concerned 
as to the cause. 


"\Vheii the commercial Invasion be- 


gan, it "was different. 
English con- 


tractors began losing "their jobs, and 
the situation became more exciting. 
One American bought up all the tram 
lines, another all the steamships and 
another all of something else. 


The Englishmen began to think the 


thing over. They did a lot of thinking, 
and the faculties of commerce and 
journalism arc the result. 
Now, with 


Pierpout Morgans and Horace Gree- 
leys turned out right at home, duly 
and authoritatively labeled as bach- 
elors of business and masters of litera- 
ture, the 1'aukee invaders will be ex- 
pected to pack up at once and come 
home. For will not their occupation 
be gone? 


The University^ of Birmingham has 


taken the lead in the matter of mak- 
ing business men. A faculty of com- 
merce has been endowed, a professor 
and assistant professor engaged, and 
classes Avill open iu October. 


Professor Ashley, dean of the com- 


mercial faculty, has been created Orst 
master of commerce—"II. Co." 
He 


will nave an assistant, and a professor 
of accounting-will be engaged before 
the university term opens. Two schol- 
arships have already been offered by 
different chambers of commerce, and 
more are looked for. 


Professor Ashley lias recently given 


an interview iu which, ho tells what he 
expects to accomplish." Besides teach- 
ing the things ordinarily associated 
with a business life, the professor 
counts on instilling ideas of political 
a ud social economy into his undergrad- 
uates which will enable them to cal- 
culate to a nicety whether it would be 
advantageous to lesseu the hours of 
labor or the reverse, whether it would 
be better to compromise witb threat- 
ened strikers or let the strike come, 
and so on. Here is what Professor 
Ashley says: 


"A man wants to know the experi- 


ence of others who have found them- 
selves in similar circumstances. It is 
not students only who want this infor- 
mation. Ileccntly the head of a great 
company said to me: 'I am very much 
interested in the question of hours of 
labor. I don't want sentiment; I sim- 
ply want to know whether as a busi- 
ness man it will pay me to reduce them 
iu my works. I should like to have a 
brief account of the chief leading ex- 
periments in the reduction of hours 
of labor, the apparent conclusion to 
which they led and the chief argu- 
ments based upon those experiments.' 
The modern economist ought to do this 
kind of work." 


As for the other subjects which the 


curriculum •« ill embrace, there will be, 
first of all, accounting. By this Pro- 
fessor Ashley says a great deal more 
is meant than bookkeeping, the main 
purpose being to enable men to inter- 
pret accounts so as to gauge the earn- 
ing capacities of a business and to put 
their nnger.s on those points in its man- 
agement which are open to criticism. 


The City of London school, which i:; 


one of the most important educational 
i:ibtitiitions in London and under the 
control of the lord mayor, has taken 
the initiative in the matter of turning 
out newspaper men who are newspa- 
per men. Classes in journalism have 
been endowed, and instruction will be 
given by men who are supposed to 
know all about the fine art of journal- 
ism. 
A scholarship hns been eMab- 


lishod by a Mr. Stevens which -nill en- 
able the winner to take a trip around 
tho world and see how newspaji' rs nro 
made elsewhere, especially in the Unit- 
ed States.

SWIMMERS' CRAMP. 


It I» Not So Very Dangerous If th« 


Victim TVlll Keep Cool. 


If swimmers conld be trained to keep 


cool under all .circumstances, there 
•would be comparatively little drown- 
ing among bathers and summer pleas- 
ure seekers. Cramp is usually assigned 
as the cause wnen some good swimmer 
drowns. But cramp ought in reality to 
be nothing serious. Usually is affects 
only an arm or a leg or maybe only a 
hand or foot. Any moderately good 
dtrfmmer can keep afloat with one arm 
or even without the use of that, yet 
good swimmers drown often as a result 
of cramp. If such fatalities were ana- 
lyzed, they would be more properly 
classed as drowning from fright and 
loss of nerve. This comes from the fact 
that every one is taught in childhood 
to fear the water and comes as a 
grown man and a swimmer to fear 
cramp. The average opinion is that 
the man who is attacked when swim- 
ming in deep water is as good as 
drowned. Therefore, when a swimmer 
feels a leg or arm begin to cramp he is 
frightened in most cases entirely out 
of his wits. He loses his head, begins 
to splash and paw and struggle and 
then goes down. 


What the swimmer should remember 


is that he can keep afloat with very, 
very little effort if he will turn on his 
back and keep his chest inflated. It is 
the simple matter of floating, which 
every swimmer knows and finds very 
easy. If the swimmer will keep cool 
and float, the cramping limb will fre- 
quently relax after a little and he will 
find himself as well as ever.—Outing.

HOW TREES DRINK. 


•Plan to Irrigate am Oreliurd by Cap- 


illary Attraction. 


Irrigation on the capillary attraction 


principle is now being investigated by 
the Colorado state, board of horticul- 
ture and the government experiment 
station at Fort Collins, •with a view to 
recommending it 1'or adoption in Colo- 
rado. Fruit growers who have experi- 
mented with the scheme declare it to 
be entirely feasible, says the Denver 
Post, and much more effective than the 
old way of feeding moisture to trees by 
way of the roots. 


Flage Carter of Park county, the first 


person to try the plan in Colorado, 
wrote Governor Orman some time ago 
explaining the method cf irrigating a 
tree by capillary attraction. lie takes 
a vessel, a pan or a bucket or anything 
that can be ticnl to a tree limb and 
•will bold water. He iills it with wa- 
ter and then bends a twig about the 
circumference of an ordinary lend pen- 
cil into tbe water. The liquid will be 
rapidly absorbed by tbe twig, and in 
turn the water will enter the limb and 
soon permeate every part of the tree. 
The problem of keeping the vessels 
supplied with water is not a difficult 
one, for the reason tho.t a half gallon 
of water will do as much irrigating as 
many cubic inches under the present 
plan, the adherents of the/scheme 
claim.

"Capillary attraction is tlie future" of 


orchard irrigation," says the originator 
of the proposition. "I took up the mat- 
ter two years ago, but did not put it to 
a finr.1 test until last spring. Then I 
had two trees that needed attention 
badly, and I experimented with each. 
One young tree had been rubbed thor- 
oughly by a horse and was wilted 
badly. I applied my method of -water- 
ing it, and within one week it com- 
pletely revived. I next treated a sick 
apple tree, and now it is all right, 
thanks to the capillary attraction prin- 
ciple.''

It is of gold in an 
ancient design, and two bits of the 
enamel break its length a few inches 
each way from the pendant. And this 
pendant is in the shape of a feminine 
head with green and blue hair around 
her ivory face in true postercsque fash- 
ion. A cabochon emerald is on her fore- 
bead, and the more you look at it the 
more you wonder if the idea is Egyp- 
tian or ecclesiastical.
